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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's preliminary amendment of 4-26-05 is acknowledged and entered. 
Claims 17 and 18 have been added. Thus, claims 1-18 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, Second Paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 . Claims 1-12 and 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. The following reasons apply: 

a. Claim 1 recites moieties or groups within parentheses, which is not clear if they 
are limitations or explanation. 

b. Variables B n -i and B n do not appear to have a relationship with the formula. It 
appears that B 3 - B 6 are intended. Applicant is suggested to use variables B 3 - B 6 for 
consistency. 

c. Variables B\ , B i+ i, and B i+2 do not appear to have relationship with the formula. 

d. The limitation of "when Bi, B 2 ... are independently C, then B'j, B' 2 are oxo, 
respectively" seems to suggest a series of carbonyl groups (i.e., -C(=0)-C(=0)-C(=0)-, 
etc.) which appear to be not stable for the intended ring structure. 
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e. As drawn the encircled B suggests a ring; however, the definition of B includes 
aliphatic chain as well. Thus, the drawn formula is somewhat inconsistent with the 
compound intended. 

f. Claims 15 and 16 are inconsistent because they seem to claim a compound but 
recite "pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier or diluent" which suggests a composition. 

g. Claims 2-12 and 14-18 are rejected as being dependent on claim 1, and carrying 
over the indefinite limitations. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, First Paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Written Description: Claims 1-12 and 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 

paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 

subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 

convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 

had possession of the claimed invention. 

The limitation of "when Bi, B 2 . . . are independently C, then B'i, B' 2 are oxo, 

respectively" seems to suggest a series of carbonyl groups (i.e., -C(=0)-C(==0)-C(=0)-, etc.). 

The specification does not describe a process of making a compound with a series of carbonyl 
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groups generically or in any example. Thus, the specification fails to provide adequate 
description for such a compound. 



Claim Objections 

3. Claim 13 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. Claim 13 recites species of substituted indazolinone-quinoxalinone and 
species of substituted benzoisothiazolone-quinoxalinone which are not taught or fully suggested 
by the prior art of record.
